BANBURY’S shops are slowly emerging from the recession, 
business leaders said, as new units opened this week and a 
major town redevelopment moved forward. 

A survey by The Banbury Cake of town centre shop 
frontages on Monday found 33 out of 410 units were empty. 

But shop owners and estate agents said the blight of empty 
shops that has hit the town 


in recent years appeared to 
be lifting. 

This week, an empty unit 
in Market Place, next to the 
closed Unicorn Inn, re¬ 
opened as Peditank, which 
provides fish-tank pedicures. 

The former Classical 
Lighting shop, on the corner 
of George Street and Broad 
Street, re-opened as 
convenience store Mace 
Banbury. 

Ash Chauhdry, who has 
helped set up the new 
convenience store, said: “We 
are risk-takers. In life, to get 
something, you have to take a 
risk. Somebody has to make 
a move. You can’t be on the 
dole.” 

And the former Woolwich 
building society in High 
Street has been re-let to an 
un-named charity shop, 
though this will relocate 
from another town location. 

A former charity shop in 
Parsons Street is under offer 
to a baby care shop, while the

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freehold to the closed Buck 
and Bell pub has been sold. 

Agents James A Baker 
marketed the pub for office, 
retail, restaurant or 
residential use and refused to 
say what it had been sold for. 

Banbury and District 
Chamber of Commerce 
chairman Claire Kingsbury 
said: “It doesn’t seem to have 
got any worse in recent 
months. It is not as bad as it 
was.” 

While acknowledging some 
concerns about the number 
of beauty shops, she said any 
business was welcomed.

A FORTY-one-year-old man was 
beaten by two men he confronted 
as they emerged from a 
neighbour’s garden.

LIVES are being put at risk by a steep rise in metal 
thefts, police have warned. 

The theft of underground copper phone lines left 
elderly people vulnerable if they needed to make an 
emergency call, Thames Valley Police’s Nick Gilbert 
said. 

The alert came after Banbury MP Tony Baldry urged 
the House of Commons to make it tougher to sell stolen 
metal.

There have been 1,174 
metal thefts in 
Oxfordshire, from January 
to September, compared to 
1,164 for all of last year. 
There were 922 in 2009. 

Mr Baldry told MPs: 

“We need to take cash out 
of the transactions. 

“It is too easy at present 
for people to strip 
churches of lead at night, 
go to a scrapyard the next 
day, get cash and walk 
away.” 

Home Office spokesman 
Polo Guilbert-Wright said: 
“We are working with the 
police and businesses to 
see if we need to change 
the law.” 

In Oxfordshire, 
churches had been hit by 
metal thieves 41 times up 
until September,

compared to 30 in 2010. 

Mr Gilbert, a crime 
reduction adviser, said 
scrap metal prices had 
“gone through the roof” 
because of demand from 
the growing economies of 
India, China and Russia. 

He said: “Potentially, 
somebody could die as a 
result of a theft. 
Pensioners may be unable 
to access the 999 system if 
telephone cabling is cut. 

“But the risk of being 
caught stealing metal is 
really slim, compared to 
burglary. And the payoff is 
really high, compared to 
the risk.” 

Tougher court sentences 
were vital, he said, and the 


force was working with 
scrap dealers to hunt 
down the thieves, 
sometimes introducing 
spot checks. 

But he said: “We need 
people to be a little bit 
more vigilant and, if they 
do see something 
suspicious, to call us.” 

Back in August, all 
landline phones and 
Internet services were cut 
in Chalgrove after 1,200m 
of cable was ripped out in 
a night-time raid. The 
same month, St Mary’s 
Church, in Warkworth, 
was raided three times, 
with £100,000 worth of 
lead being stripped from 
the roof.

has been crying out for a 
food store in the town 
centre since Somerfield 
closed a few years ago. 

“And some of the larger 
retailers will not consider 
having a presence in 
Banbury unless there is a 
sufficiently sizeable unit for 
them to occupy.” 

David Deeley, of property 


firm Adalta Real, said: “I 
don’t think the retail side of 
Banbury is doing too badly 
at the moment.” 

But he said: “I don’t think 
Castle Quay has helped the 
town centre.” 

The shopping centre, 
which has five out of 69 
units empty, was not 
available for comment. 

A 2008 law, which meant 
landlords have to pay 


business rates on empty 
properties, had helped fill 
units and rents had fallen, 
Mr Deeley said. 

Chris Chandler, who runs 
Chandler’s cafe in Church 
Lane, where five out of 22 
units are empty, said: “We 
are better than we were a 
few years back. Then, the 
lane was pretty much half 
empty.” 

Cheaper or free parking 


should be considered by the 
council, he said. 

But Norman Bolster, 
responsible for Cherwell’s 
economic development, said 
the authority should not 
subsidise parking. “It would 
not be free. Somebody pays 
for it,” he said. 

Neil Wild, who runs Wild 
Property Consultancy, the 
agent for several empty 
shops, said: “Banbury is 


doing OK. It is holding up. I 
don’t think it has got 
worse.” 

Yet he said he was 
“nervous” about the impact 
of plans to create a retail 
park at Prodrive’s base in 
Wildmere Road. The 
motorsport firm hopes to 
move to Southam Road.

A CHRISTIAN nursing home is 
poised to mount a multi-million- 
pound fundraising drive to build 
a £4m care home after buying a 
development site near the centre 
of Banbury. 

Green Pastures said its 30- 
place home in Hawthorn Road — 
built 20 years ago after a 
fundraising appeal by the 
Banbury Baptist Church 
congregation — was full, and 
had a waiting list. 

Manager John Langridge said: 
“Our residents are more 
dependent now than they used 
to be and we need better and 
more up-to-date facilities. 

“It is clear that with an ageing 
population, the demand for good 
quality nursing care will only 
increase over the coming 
decades. 

“Our existing home is already 
full and has a waiting list, so we 
are pleased to now be able to 
build a larger home that is 
better equipped for future 
demand, and for a wider range 
of specialist needs.” 

He added: “Our home is 20 
years old and the needs of

residents and the regulations 
have all changed, making it 
increasingly hard to give good 
care — although our staff all do 
a wonderful job.” 

The home is non-profit- 
making with a Christian ethos, 
but cares for those of any faith 
or none. Mr Langridge said the 
home already provided 
bursaries through its Good 
Shepherd fund to supplement 
the fees of residents paid for by 
Oxfordshire County Council, 
which does not meet the full cost 
of care. 

“We want to be open to 
anyone who needs care, but we 
need to raise £30,000 a year for 
our bursary fund for people who 
are state-funded.” 

The new home in Bath Road 
— formerly a sheltered housing 
development, now demolished — 
will be almost twice the size of 
the existing home and is 
expected to open in about two 
years. 

Chairman Margaret Clark 
said: “We have a business plan 


that shows we can pay for the 
cost, but we would like to do it 
through fundraising as well. We 
will be starting that soon. 

“All the churches in Banbury 
helped to raise the money for 
the existing home and we hope 
they will help again.” 

The charity has not yet 
decided what will happen to the 
existing home. 

Alexander Nell, of property 
agents Carter Jonas, said they 
had had “a large number of 
offers” for the land from both 
residential and care home 
developers. 

The seller, who does not want 
to be named, was described as a 
national charitable organisation. 

Mr Nell said: “It is satisfying 
for us when we find the right 
site for a local organisation, 
especially when they have been 
searching for a long time. 

“Green Pastures, whose 
nursing home has been in 
nearby Oxford Road for nearly 
20 years, have looked long and 
hard for a site nearby. 

“We are delighted that they 
have found the right site.”

Signs are going up 
across Banbury telling 
motorists when the new 
changes come into force. 
George Reynolds, the 


council’s deputy leader, 
said: “These changes 
have met with approval 
from the vast majority of 
people who responded to 
the consultation. 

“Again, we are going 
well above and beyond 
what we are legally 
required to do in 
publicising them. 

“I have no doubt that 
there will still be those 
who, for whatever 
reason, will be unaware 
of the changes, but it 
would be impossible for 
us to ensure everyone is 
informed.” 

The decision to reverse 
the parking fees was 
made in July, but the 
council had to go through 
a four-month legal 
process before the 
changes could be 
introduced.

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Council urges veto 
on out-of-town store 


News in 
brief 

RADIO Horton, the station for Banbury’s 
Horton General Hospital, will broadcast 
live from the main entrance at Castle 
Quay shopping centre tomorrow. It will 
entertain shoppers and take requests 
and dedications from 10am.

A PLAN for an out-of-town 
Sainsbury’s superstore for 
Chipping Norton should be 
refused, town councillors 
have insisted. 

Chipping Norton Town 
Council has opposed the 
London Road plan and said it 
would suck trade out of the 
town and the site should be 
offices or industrial units. 

West Oxfordshire District 
Council will make a final 
decision on the scheme, for 
part of the former Parker 
Knoll furniture factory site, 
which closed in 2004. 

About 150 people, including 
the Stop Chippy's Out Of 
Town Supermarket campaign 
group, packed into the town 
hall for last week’s meeting. 

Deputy mayor Chris 
Butterworth said: “There is a 
lot of concern about taking 
the footfall out of the centre

of the town.” The plan goes 
against the council’s core 
strategy, which sets out what 
it will allow to be built, he 
said. The policy blueprint 
had earmarked the site for 
industrial or office use. 

Mr Butterworth said: “We 
would prefer different sorts 
of jobs.” 

The town council also 
raised concerns about traffic, 
the effect on a planned 
expansion of the town 
centre’s Co-op store and its 
visual impact. 

There have been 270 car 
parking spaces proposed 
with a new roundabout for 
the proposed entrance at 
Trinity Road. 

And members fear the 
supermarket would add a 
blow to the centre if its two 
doctors’ surgeries 
get NHS approval 
to move to the 
out-of-town War 
Memorial 
Community 
Hospital. 

Steve Piltz, 
spokesman for 
the Scoots 
campaigners, 
said: “A 
Sainsbury’s 
would drain 
footfall from the 
town centre, it 
would never 
recover.” 

A Sainsbury’s 
spokesman said: 
“We are naturally 
disappointed. The 
plan would create 
up to 150 jobs.”

Food bank: The service will literally be a lifeline for some’ 


Help for families on 


the breadline 


A FOOD bank is to open in 
Banbury to deal with a rise 
in the number of families 
living on the breadline. 

The People’s Church is 
trying to collect two tonnes 
of food to distribute from 
the end of next month. 

Project manager Sarah 
Williams said: “The 
increase in demand has 
been quite noticeable and is 
going to get worse. 

“A lot of people are 
skipping on their food. A lot 
have not been eating 
properly because they are 
trying to keep up with the 
demands of paying their 
bills. 

“It could happen to 
anyone of us. One in five 
people are living below the 
poverty line in the UK and 
this is going to increase to 
one in four.” 

She said her work with

families, through the 
Christians Against Poverty 
charity, had brought home 
the scale of the problem in 
the town. 

The service will operate 
from the Horse Fair church 
on Tuesdays and Fridays, 
from 10am to noon. 
Donations are now sought 
during these times. 

Workers, such as doctors, 
social workers, health 
visitors and family centres, 
will hand out vouchers for 
food packs, which will 
include items like soup and 
cereals. 

Recipe cards will also be 
provided for households, so 
that the food parcels can 
last up to three days. 

Deddington resident 
Karon Rolfe knows only too 


well the good work of the 
food bank. After her 
marriage broke down, she 
battled depression and left 
her primary school job in 
2009 with her children, aged 
11,13 and 22. 

Now, back in employment 
and working as a debt 
advisor for CAP, she said 
she had fallen into a 
“poverty trap” - being out 
of work but yet to receive 
benefits. 

The project has been set 
up by the Christian poverty 
charity, The Trussell Trust. 
It is funded by Cherwell 
District Council, Banbury 
Town Council and Charter 
Housing Association. 

The district council’s 
John Donaldson said: “For 
some families it is a choice 
between providing food or 
heating their homes. 

“This new service will

literally be a lifeline for 
some people and 
particularly vital as we 
head into the winter 
months.”

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Virus that kills off the stars 


CONTAGION (12A, 106 mins) 
Thriller. Marion Cotillard, Matt 
Damon, Jennifer Ehle, Laurence

D irected by the masterful 
Steven Soderbergh, 
Contagion is a stylish 
thriller, which imagines the 
panic when a deadly new virus 
threatens to become a global 
epidemic. 

Scott Z Burns's smart script 
zigzags from Hong Kong to 
London, Tokyo, Minnesota and 
beyond, examining the reaction 
of governments, scientists and 
the public from a myriad of 
perspectives, unearthing 
personal dramas in the midst of 
devastating global catastrophe. 

Only once does the film resort 
to what might be considered 
cheap disaster movie tactics, 
watching nervously as two 
surgeons peel back the scalp of 
the first victim to examine her 
brain for signs of the infection. 

Otherwise, Soderbergh shows 
cool restraint throughout, 
killing off major cast with little 
fanfare as the virus shows no 
mercy. 

Beth Emhoff (Gwyneth 
Paltrow) returns from a 


business trip in Hong Kong with 
acute flu-like symptoms. 

Her husband Mitch (Matt 
Damon) dutifully nurses her 
and their son Clark (Griffin 
Kane), who is also feeling under 
the weather. 

Following a seizure, Beth dies 
and within hours, Clark is dead 
too. 

Mitch is rushed into isolation 
but miraculously he seems to be 
immune to the outbreak and is 
soon allowed to return home 
with his daughter, Jory (Anna 
Jacoby-Heron), who has been 
out of town. 

More cases are reported by an 
increasingly hysterical media 
and Dr Ellis Cheever (Laurence 
Fishburne) from the Centre For 
Disease Control and Prevention 
dispatches one of his best 
operatives, Dr Erin Mears (Kate 
Winslet), to the Emhoff house in 
Minneapolis to trace the 
pathogen. 

Meanwhile, epidemiologist Dr 
Leonora Orantes (Marion 
Cotillard) from the World Health 
Organisation heads for Hong 
Kong to see if Beth contracted 
the virus there. 

In a secret laboratory, Dr Ally 
Hextall (Jennifer Ehle) and Dr 
David Eisenberg (Demetri 
Martin) try to grow the virus, 
which seems to be derived from 
pigs and bats, in order to 
engineer an antivirus, with 


guidance from respected 
academic Dr Ian Sussman 
(Elliott Gould). 

However, conspiracy theorist 
blogger Alan Krumwiede (Jude 
Law) thwarts their efforts by 
spreading misinformation. 

Contagion opens on the 
second day of the outbreak and 
charts the virus to the point 
when scientists make a vital 
breakthrough. 

Tension is palpable from the 
opening frames and Cliff 
Martinez's insistent electronic 
score quickens the pulse. 

Damon delivers another 
terrific performance as a family 
man, unable to stop his loved 
ones dying in his arms, who will 
do literally anything to protect 
his daughter from the same fate. 

The emotional pay-off to that 
particular relationship is 
wonderful. 

Winslet and Ehle are equally 
impressive and Law sports a 
snaggletooth and an Australian 
accent as the agent provocateur, 
who cynically believes the lethal 
strain could end the recession 
for pharmaceutical companies. 

Close-ups of the infected 
coughing and spluttering, 
unknowingly passing on the 
virus by touching surfaces, 
makes for uncomfortable 
viewing. 

A-tissue, a-tissue, we ah fall 
down.

W e all know that it is 
the little things in life 
that make a big dif¬ 
ference. From an 
unexpectedly helpful bit of cus¬ 
tomer service in a shop, to a rare 
piece of courtesy on the road, it 
is those small touches that help 
to make your day.

range of 12-volt sockets ideal for 
charging mobile phones, you 
know someone has carefully 
thought this vehicle through. 

In themselves, these neat 
tweaks cost next to nothing but 
they mean a lot, because it’s 
clear from the moment you 
board the Yeti that it has been 
built with families in mind. 

Priced from about £14,000, its 
mix of two- and four-wheel 
drive, diesel and petrol engines, 
flexible seating arrangements, 
high driving position and bold 
styling deliver a powerful all-

round package. The crossover 
sector is one of the fastest grow¬ 
ing segments in the car market 
and cars like the Yeti and its 
close rival the Nissan Qashqai 
have proved runaway successes. 

A real plus for the Yeti is the 
so-called Varioflex seating, 
which allows the rear seats to be 
moved forwards, backwards, 
reclined individually, rolled up 
or completely removed. Those 
riding in the back have a great 
view out, thanks to seat bases 
that are mounted 20mm higher 
than those in the front. 

Despite its large cabin and 
practical boot space, at 4.2 
metres long, it’s similar in size 
to a Ford Focus or Volkswagen 
Golf. It’s big enough to package a 
family on the move, yet easy to 
park and manoeuvre in tight 
spaces. It’s also a wide car — a 
quality that pays dividends in 
terms of road presence and sta¬ 
bility. 

But thanks to its sophisticated 
four-wheel drive system, it is 
incredibly capable off-road. It is 
able to climb, descend and cross 


rough terrain, thanks to its addi¬ 
tional ground clearance and 
high ride height. 

All Yeti models come with air 
conditioning, power steering, 
driver and passenger front 
airbags, side and curtain airbags 
and central door locking. But 
the test car in Elegance trim, 
added everything from leather 
trim to bi-xenon headlights. 

Add in the likes of touch¬ 
screen satnav, dual-zone air con¬ 
ditioning and tyre pressure 
monitors and up to nine airbags 
the car looks more like a top-end 
luxury saloon than a family- 
friendly fun car.
